GA avenue and price, trying to unsuccessfully get construction started there, been working with WSSC
to get traffic signal waivers for construction. From WSSC they need to move forward with some property
acquisitions/easments to get some work done, but that work is imminent as it’s the only way to move
forward. Those property takes will be on the W side of GA avenue.

Jim — WSSC is one issue and SHA is another?

The SHA matter has been resolved, the sole issue is the proximity of the foundation to the utilities.

No matter where we’ve tried to move this pole we’ve run into issues.

Need to install a pedestrian beacon and so it requires the same foundational items as a traffic signal

Jim —any updates on Blueridge?

The last time we talked the lanes weren’t significant enough, which still stands. The traffic signal can/will
be done but the lane configurations won’t change.

There is a plan for bike lane on blueridge to the west to Grandview.

Holdup on Viers Mill is an analysis, and part of the work is to have a lane on Viers be removed for a bus
lane, which the county wants but state has concerns about operational capacity, so we’re trying to come
to an understanding on that.
